“The president clearly has no 
more right to use funds of com- 
panies of which he is president 
than any other officer," Justice 
Kingstone said in granting extradi- 
tion, “unless specifically authorized 
by the by-laws of the company to 
do so. 

“If a cashier or treasurer, being 
merely a paid official, were to use 
and treat his employer's funds as 
his own, and give in exchange any 
security, valuable or otherwise, it 
would prima facie, I think, come 
within a definition of theft under 
the code. 

“No greater latitude should be 
allowed a man occupying the posi- 
tion of president, who must be held 
strictly accountable for company 
monies to which he could make no 
claim or title and of which he 
made unauthorized use.” 

“I have little hesitation,” said 
Justice Kingstone, “in saying that 
a clear prima facie case of theft 
has been made out by the demand- 
ing state.” He said there “is little 
doubt” that the motive which 
caused Insull to use funds of the 
investment companies of which he 
was president “was for the purpose 
of paying his brokers and supplied 
evidence of guilty intent on his 
part.” 

“In this case,” Justice Kingstone 
added, “there is proof that the 
crime is an extraditable crime as 
well by the laws of the demanding 
state as our own and as such ren- 
ders this fugitive liable for ex- 
tradition.” 

Insull’s release was pending the 

hearing of a motion for his dis- 
charge under a writ of habeas cor- 
pus set for next Friday. 
Insull heard Justice Kingstone’s 
decision with the greatest calm. He 
made no comment. Instead, he 
picked up a Bible and read slowly 
to himself in a low voice.

Frank J. Loesch Tells Educators 
of Need for College Men 
in Politics. 


By the Associsted Press. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Dec. 2.— 
The criminal who hag political 
backing receives more considera- 
tion in the courts and from poli- 
ticians than the most eminent ind 
respected citizen’ in business, fi- 
nance, education or the professions, 
Frank J. Loesch, president of the 
Crime Commission of Chicago, told 
the forty-seventh annual conven- 
tion of the Middle States Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools last night. 

Loesch described the political- 
judicial-criminal laision that once 
existed in Chicago and which, he 
contends, is prevalent in nearly 
every city in the United States. 

“The alliance,” he said, “rested 
upon the aid which the criminal 
gave to the politician at primary 
and general elections to secure 
fraudulent majoritiies for the can- 
didate designated by his patron or 
which the criminal organization 
had itself selected. In return for 
that service the politician became 
a servant to the criminal in pro- 
tecting him against arrest and 
prosecution or, if gotten into the 
coils of the law, afforded him the 
aid from underlings in law enforc- 
ing agencies from the lowest peace 
officer to judges on the bench to 
escape the penalty for his crime. 

Lack of Cellege Men. 
Loesch declared that one re- 
sult of his study which astounded 
him was that very few college grad- 
uates or really educated men had 
any influential positions in the 
public service, elective or ap- 
pointive. 

“Tt seemed as if they. were as 
a class wholly eliminated,” he said. 
“They were, of course, found in 
a few technical positions where 
they were indispensable, but even 
there they had to submit in silence 
to the dictation of corrupt and 
grafting officials, politicians and 
contractors if they cared to remain 
in their positions. 

“Education is the public service 
which suffers most when taxpayers 
call for a slashing of the budget. 

“There has been an over-expan- 
sion in the cost and luxury of school 
buildings and their equipment. 
Every $100,000 that is unnecessarily 
expended in the construction of 4 
school building or in graft connect- 
ed therewith, whether it be by poor 
work, unnecessary’ ornamentation, 
or outright graft in excessive con- 
tract price, in the end comes from 
the teachers’ pay. 

“Tf there is to be a cutting down, 
it is not taken off the union jani- 
tors, or the union engineers, or the 
contractors or the political pay- 
rollers, but it is disproportionately 
taken from the educational side. 
While the teachérs may be the im- 
mediate sufferers, ultimately the 
pupils, or children of the future, are 
deprived of that teaching in the 
elementary branches which has be- 
come one of the primary objects 
o* our national, state and local gov- 
ernments. 

Suggestr a Remedy. 

“T attribute the primary cause of 
this condition of things in substan- 
tial part to the fact that in our 
higher institutions of learning no 
attempt has been made to give the 
students, who must take their place 
in.the world of men and women to 
assume the duties of citizenship, an 
actual knowledge of the operations 
of the. governments under which 
they live, whether Federal, state or 
local. 

“I believe they are not taught 
just what burdens there are on a 
citizen to maintain good govern- 
ment, how to attain office, how 
politics are conducted, or ho. the 
costs of party elections are paid and 
the limitations under which every 
public official finds himself who 
holds office. * * *” 

Concluding Dr. Loesch declared 
that intelligence must rule if we

SEEKS 10 FIX NORMAL 
UNEMPLOYMENT LOAD 


Administrator Hopkins Guesses 
It Between 2,000,000 and 
3,000,000. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Harry 
L. Hopkins, chief of the admin- 
istration’s emergency relief work, 
expects the United States, for the 
first time in history, to learn soon 
what its perpetual unemployment 


load will be. 


He said he expected that know)- 
edge to come from the activities 
of the Civil Works Administration. 
He added that the selection of 4,- 
000,000 men from among the un- 
employed for civil works jobs would 
make it possible through eliminat- 
ing the aged and other unemploy- 
ables to get an accurate view of 
the situation. 

Hopkins said about 1,250,000 men 
were transferred from relief rolls 
to civil works projects during the 
week ended Nov. 25. 

Hopkins expressed the personal 
opinion that normal unemployment 
from all causes in the country would 
range from 2,000,000 to 3,000,000 
men at all times. He said that by 
subtracting these from the total 
number now unemployed it would 
be possible to determine the number 
out of work because of the’ de- 
pression. 

“In 1928,” Hopkins said, “we had 
from 2,000,000 to 3,000,000 unem- 
ployed in the country. It stands to 
reason that there must always be 
such a load of unemployment in 
view of _the seasonal demands for 
labor. If this were not true we 
would not be able to always find 
men to do work without difficulty.” 

In this permanent load, Hopkins 
placed persons unable to work be- 
cause of age or physical or mental 
disability. 

Hopkins said the number of fam- 
ilies on relief rolls increased ahout 
2 per cent between September and 
October. Preliminary reports from 
42 states and the District of Colum- 
bia compiled up to today showed 
2,851,804 familes on the relief rolls 
in October as compared with 2,794,- 
640 at the end of September. 

This is the first month since last 
May that the relief rolls have shown 
an increase. 


TWO EL SALVADOR FARMERS 
KILLED BY VOLCANO’S LAVA 


Eruption of Izalco Is Described as 
the Most Violent in Many 
Years. 

SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador, 
Dec. 2.—Coffee plantations and 
livestock farms were covered by 
lava today after an eruption of the 
Izalco volcano. Lava was reported 
to have spread to within a few 
miles of the fown of Izalco. Two 
farmers, who ventured into the 
stricken region in an effort to save 
their cattle, were overtaken by the 
molten lava and killed. 

Old residents said it was the most 
violent eruption in many years. An 
official commission was sent to the 
area, but could not get near the 
volcano because of smoke and the 
intense heat. An enormous chasm 
opened nearby, but no _ temblors 
were reported either here or in the 
vicinity of the volcano about 50 
miles north of San Salvador. 

Fearing further eruptions, the 
Governor of the province of Son- 
sonate ordered residents of the 
vicinity to abandon country near 
the volcano.

Cream of Scallop and Mushroom 
Soup 
Wild Duck 
Cauliflower Souffle with Burnt 
Almond Sauce 
Apples in Lime Aspic Potatoes 
Real English Plum Pudding 
Coffee 

The recipes: 

Cream of Scallop and Mushroom 
Soup. . 

Cook one pint of scallops with a 
little cold water just to the boiling 
point. Drain and _ reserve the 
liquor, then chop fine. Chop and 
saute one cup of mushrooms and 
mix with the scallops. Scald one 
quart of milk and one pint of 
cream with a stalk of celery, one 
onion sliced, and one small bay leaf 
until the vegetables are tender. 
Strain and add one large tablespoon 
of butter and one tablespoon of 
flour melted together. Cook until 
slightly thickened. Salt and pepper 
to taste. Heat scallops and mush- 
rooms in the reserved liquor and 
when hot add to the cream soup. 
Stir and serve immediately with 
some chopped parsley. 

Wild Duck. 

Salt and pepper desired number 
of ducks. Rub well with butter 
and brown under a hot flame to 
sear quickly. Allow them to cool 
enough to handle. With a sharp 
knife carefully remove the breasts. 
In a baking pan or skillet simmer 
two cups of chopped celery and 
one-half cup of chopped onion in 
one-fourth cup of butter until soft 
and yellow but not brown. In this 
put ‘the duckbreasts and pour over 
one-half cup of melted butter, then 
place in a very hot oven with the 
lid on for five to seven minutes ac- 
cording to the size of the ducks. 
If liked very well done, cook for 
a longer time. Serve with the fol- 
lowing sauce: 

One glass of currant jelly. 

One-half tea cup of port wine. 

Juice of one lemon. 

One large tablespoon of butter. 

Salt, pepper and paprika. 

One and one-half tablespoons of 
Worcestershire sauce. 

One teaspoon of dry mustard. 

Melt butter and currant jelly and 
add all the ingredients. 


Caulifiower Souffle and 
Almond Sauce. 

Parboil a large head of cauli- 
flower in boiling salted water until 
tender. Cool in cold water and 
drain thoroughly. Rub through a 
sieve. Add three whole well beaten 
eggs, salt, pepper and two table- 
spoons of melted butter. Beat all 
together. Butter a mold and fill 
with mixture. Cook for 40 minutes 
in a moderate oven in a pan filled 
with an inch of water. Unmold 
and cover with burnt almond sauce. 


Burnt Almond Sauce. 

One-fourth pound of almonds, 
blanched and shredded. 

Two tablespoons of butter. 
Two level tablespoons of flour. 
Salt and pepper. 
Two cups of thin cream. 
Brown the nuts in the butter, add

Peel and quarter six small apples 
and cook in a syrup made of two 
cups of water and one of sugar. 
Add one _ tablespoon of vinegar 
after sugar and water has come to 
a boil. Add the apples and cook 
until tender, but still retaining 
their shape. Drain from _ syrup. 
Pour one and one-half cups of boil- 
ing water over one package of lime 
jello and stir until dissolved. Coo] 
and add one-half cup of lime juice 
and when it starts to congeal, 
place the apples in a mold and 
over them pour the lime aspic. 
Place on ice to set. 

Real English Plum Pudding. 

One pound of raisins. 

One pound of currants. 

One-fourth pound each of 
chopped candied orange and lemon 
peel. 

One-fourth cup 
blanched almonds. _ 

One pound of light brown sugar. 

One pound of soft bread crumbs. 

One pound of suet, chopped fine. 

One-half teaspoon of salt. 

One teaspoon of nutmeg. 

One-half teaspoon of cinnamon. 

One-half teaspoon of ground 
cloves. 

One-half cup of flour. 

Flour the fruit and combine all 
the ingredients. Beat six eggs 
lightly, add one-third cup of milk. 
pour fruit and spices into the egg 
and milk and stir thoroughly. Pour 
into a large well greased mold and 
steam steadily for 10 hours. This 
will keep for a long time. Before 
using steam again for two hours 
longer. Then turn onto a hot plat- 
ter and cover with one-half cup of 
brandy and set aflame. Serve with 
your favorite sauce. 


A slice of onion added to the to- 
matoes when they are first put on 
to stew will give a flavor even if 
removed before thickening.

Allowances 


NE of the quickest and surest 

ways of accustoming a child to 

the use of money is by giving 
him an allowance. 

The size of this allowance will de- 
pend on several factors—the finan- 
cial status of the family, the prob- 
able needs of the child, and the 
amount of spending money usual 
among his fellows. 

Often the family purse is not ad- 
justed to the strain of an allowance 
large enough to bear comparison 
with “the other children's.” In that 
case a frank discussion of the situ- 
ation with the youngster will gen- 
erally reconcile him to his more 
limited means. 

In any event the sum should be 
fixed and regular, and furthermore 
should be the child’s to do with as 
he likes. 

At times advice may be given, or 
a warning, but no force should be 
brought to bear on his use of his 
allowance. The purpose for which 
it is given is to teach him the use 
of money, and unless he learns by 
experience the lesson will have no 
lasting value.
